Z represents halogen, cyano, C1-C6 alkyl, halo C1-C6 alkyl, 
C1-C6 alkoxy, halo Ci-Cg alkoxy, halo C1-C6 alkylthio, halo 
C1-C6 alkylsulf inyl or halo C1-C6 alkylsulf onyl; and 

W represents oxygen or sulfur.

families, which comprises applying an effective amount of a hy- 
drazine compound of formula (1-1):

R 2 and R 3 , which may be same or different, represent hydrogen, 
hydroxy 1, Ci-Ce alkyl, C1-C6 alkoxy, C1-C6 alkylcarbonyl or 
phenylcarbony 1 ;

R 2 and R 3 , which may be same or different, represent hydrogen, 
hydroxyl, Ci-Ce alkyl, C1-C6 alkoxy, C1-C6 alkylcarbonyl or 
phenylcarbonyl ; 

Y represents 1 to 5 same or different substituents selected 
from the group consisting of nitro and cyano; 

Z represents halogen, cyano, C1-C6 alkyl, halo C1-C6 alkyl, 
C1-C6 alkoxy, halo Ci-Cg alkoxy, halo C1-C6 alkylthio, halo 
C1-C6 alkylsulf inyl or halo Ci-Ce alkylsulf onyl ; and 

W represents oxygen or sulfur.

17. (new) The method of claim 16, wherein the hydrazine compound is 
applied in an amount of from 1 to 500 g/m 2 . 
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
